—_ are not (it deſerved) without 
their burdens ; and though the outfides 
of their Crowns be fer with precious 
ſtones, which make a glorious ſhew, da- 
zling the eyes of their SpeRators, yer ghey

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fie very uneaſie upon their heads ; bei 

lined with the pricking Thorns of hole 

daily cares, which do attend them. Nei- 

ther are their temples ſo compaſled with 

the one, as their minds are beſieged with 

the other.

pey, ar that fatal Battle forght berween 
them in the Pharſalian Fields, and had 
purſued his ViRory fo far as Egypt, whi- 
ther he fled, and where he was baſcly 
murdered; inis two Sons Sextw and 
Cneiws, heirs of their Fathers Valour and 
Misfortunes , one of them being lain ar 
Munal in Spain , the other forced to ſhel- 
ter himſelf in Celtiberis ; in ſo much that $7597 jorrane 
an end was generally conceived to be pat jſcondir. 
to thole Civil Wars, which owed its rife F/orus de Geft. 
and original to the ſtout Spirit of the one, 
and the heughty Courage of the other , or 
rather to the boundleſs ambition of both : 
the one brooking no Superior,the other no 
Equal. The Senate ar his return, the ber- 
ter to expreſs their gratitude for their de- 
liverance from the miſeries of that War, 
welcomed him home with new invented 
Titles of Hogour ; tiling him among 0- 
thers, The Father of his Country, and the Pater Patrie, 
ſame was afterwards conferred upon ma- FE 
ny that ſucceeded him : yea, the Romans _ yn 
thought they could nor give an higher to rowen. libers 
thoſe who deſerved the higheſt, for their 95%, <4 
care of the Commonwealth. Se- 
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Several hundreds of years before this, 
wefind it in uſe in other Nations. Ora 
the third of the Pharaohs or Kings of the 
Egyptian Rule, who ſwayed the Scepter of 
that Kingdom about two thouſand and 
rwo hundred years after the Worlds Cre- 
$tion, was that Pharaoh which advanced 
Foſeph to be his Vice Roy , changing his 
Iron Ferrers into a Chain of Gold, his 
Rags, into Robes, and: his Stocks into a 
Chariot, wherein he rid in State, with a 
multieude of Attendants, and an Herald 
proclaimed before him Abrech , that is, 
ſay ſome, the Kings Father. An interpre- 
ration that ſutes exactly with his own ex- 
preſſion, when he made himſelt known 
to his brethren , God hath made me 4 Fa- 
ther to Pharach , Lord of all his houſe, and 
Ruler throug hont all the Land of Egypt. 
Bur whether ir agrees ſo well with che 
Original , I have not $kill enough in that 
Language to determine, According to 
Sts Ws tranſlation, ir ſounds as much 
as « tender Father, as having a tender care 
both of his and his Subje&s weal , contri- 
ving and adviſing an effetual way in a te- 
dious Famine, to ſupply chem with ne- 
ceflaries for the ſupport of their lives ; 
and when the management of it was com- 


mitted to his truſt, he diſcharged ic with 


that |: 
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that prudence and integrity, that he gained 
the love both of Prince and People, VWhar 
reſpe& the firſt had to him, we may ga- 
ther from the name which he impoſed on 
him, viz. Saviour of the World. And what Zapbnathpac- 
an high vencration the other had for him, nb. 
an ancient Eccleſiaſtical Author informs 57:4"4% 
us, that the Egyptians finding themſelves mice. 
infinitely obliged for his care and provi- 
dence , conſecrated him under the name 
of Serapis, that carried a meaſure af Corn 
upon his bead, to ſignifie that he was the 
god who had given them bread. 

Once more, This Tule applied as afore- 
ſaid, pleads a longer preſcription yet a- 
mong the Philiſtines, who were governed 
at firlk by one King, ſometimes by five ,

Quod Achily Roman: and this in the true (ignification 
og of ir is neither more nor leſs then Aſy Fa- 
filius ex trad;- Fher the King. And that they may not 
tiene majoren think this a Title given only to Heathen 
& at-exif#* Governours by their Subje&s , out of a 
lad Regibus blind devotion; or that it is a ſtranger as 
hn.any eo to this ſenſe in the Sacred Diale&, unleſs 
Mollerus in loc, when they are mentioned ; let them con- 
1 $an.24-11- fqlt theſe Quotations in the Margent, and 
Tb 25.15, - thar promiſe made by God himlelt to his 
Church, which hath reſpe& to the times 
of the Goſpel, and rends very much to its 
pro- 


' 
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propagation and advancement inthe ac- 
compliſhing and fulfilling thereof , vis, 
Kings ſhall be thy Nurſing Fathers 5 and 
Queens ſball be thy Nurfing Mothers, If 
they defire to be ſatisfied , why God uſerh 
the names of Father and Mother to (ignifie 
the reſt? It is becauſe that Government 
juſtly challengeth the precedency in re- 
ſpet of Antiquity ; that of Father and 
Mather over their Children taking place 


ſoſoon as they had Children to govern 


at leaſt ſo ſoon as they were in acapacity 
tobe governed. And it is from this that 
all others are to take their rule and dire- 
ion, | 

And it is no difficult matter to give 
a ſatisfatory anſwer to. them who 
will ſubmit their judgments to Reaſon , 
why all che above named particular Cal- 
lings are comprehended under this as the 
general ? 

Arid that is, Becauſe they perform ſuch 
duties as belong to Parents, Ir belongs 
tothem to inſtru their Children, there» 
fore Paſtors and Teachers are our Fathers, 
who do that good Office for us in their 
ſtead ; in a better manner poſhbly then 
they can do it in their own perſons ; ma- 
ny Parents being ſo ignarant , that they 
have need to be raught themſelves. The 
G Father 
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Father is to provide for his Chili, therc- 
fore Patrons ard Benefators are our 
Fathers, who take that Fatherly care of 
us, 3 Which the other would willingly do, 
bur cannot ; having it. may be, no more 
Water then what will ſerve to drive their 
own Mill. It belongs to them to procure 
the good of their "Children , therefore 
Kings are called Fathers , becauſe ti cy 
mind and endeavour the good of their 
People. And although the duty owing 
roeach of theſe in their reſpeRive capa- 
cities are compriſed under one and the 
ſame word Honow7, yet the plus or minus 
of that hovour muſt be according to the 
degreeand meaſure of thoſe benefits thar 
their Relations reap by them. The Pha- 
riſees preſerring their ſpiritual betore their 
natural Parents, had been the more juſti- 
fable, had they not made their pretended 
reſpe& to the one, a colour for their uh- 
natural negle& of the other, Saint Paul 
the Door of the Gentiles, and ore of 
the ſame Se (according to his own ac- 
count which he gives of himſelf, while in 
rhe ſtare of his untegeneracy) lived a Phars- 


ſee. He,when in his Epiltle to Philemon he 


pleaded forthe reception of his runnagate 

Servant Onefimus (as light it ſeems of fin- 

ger as of foor, as appears by his expreſſion, 
where 
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where he ſweetly mitigates his ſhameful 

eſcape by the name of wroxg, and his thetr 

by that of debt) among other Arguments 

minds him of the obligation of his Con- 

verſion, which he owed next under God 

rohim, and for that, himſelf. And S.Ber- philemos v. 19. 
nard (weetly contemplating the mercy of 

God to him, both in reſpe& of his firſt 

and ſecond birth, thankfully acknowledg- 

eth him as the principalefficient of both : 

bur withal that his obligation is the grea-

careſulneſs of the one, to the carelefsnels gi in wins & 

amplexibus fi- 
deliſime nutrivit, nigaſti i4 mibi quod Planta ramis, quod Simea catulx 
non negavit. Jun, Ruſt icys, lib de Edueationt, 
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of the other , who denied him that, that 
ſenſleſs Plants -afforded to their tender 
branches, and the brute Creaturcs to 
their ſhiftlels young. Is there nor then 
as much or more honour due to Kings , 
both for their Government and ProteCtionz 
without which the one could not do their 
duty, nor the other receive the benefit ? 
When Feremiah in his Lamentations, (tiled 
Tofiah the breath of his SubjeQs noſtrils, 
he gave them thereby to underſtand thar 
they were indebted to him for that com- 
mon benefit of the Air to breath in; and 
that the breath which they drew , they 
drew in aſenſe through and by him. 

But probably theſe will except againſt 
what hath been ſaid to clear theſe ſeveral 
intereſts in thar precept, and oppoſe the 
authority of Muſca/ns, a man pious in his 
life, and eminent for his Learning, pub- 
lick Reader of Divinity in the City of 
Berne in Helvetia ;,, who in his Common 
Places treating of the fift Commandment, 
ſaith ir needeth no declaration who are 
meant by Father and Mother, it being 
known to all men that they be our Pa- 
rents of whom we are born and bred ; and 
accounting the including in them the Ma- 
piſtratesand Miniſters, &c. a Vulgar Er- 
rour, affirming that there is nothing there 

com- 
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commanded of them $z and that there are 
other places inthe Scripture which admo- 
niſh us to honour our Governours, Civil 
and Eccleſiaſtical, Miniſters, Tutors, Ma- 
ſters and Elders. | 

Anſw. There are ſo indeed, and withal 
this liberty granted fo prove all things , 
which implies a Rule by which they are 
to betried ; To the Law, and to the Tefti- 
mony, Whatſoever that commands is a 
duty, and whatſaever that forbids is a (in, 
though never ſo curiouſly flouriſhed over 
by the leights of a ſubtle adverſary that 
lies in wait to deceive us. E contre, Nou- 
thing is a ſin but what is there forbidden; 
nothing is a duty but what either in ex- 
preſs terms, or by dire inference is there 
commanded ; otherwiſe that Sweet Singer 
of Iſrael had = a Note above Elah (as 
the Muſicians lay) when he gave this Ept- 
thice ro this very Law, perfe; which ir 
cannot be ſaid to be if any thing be want- 
ing. ' And it this and thoſe other ſeveral 


Callings ſhould not in that Precepr be ' 


underſtood, the Law (ſhould be detetive 
in omitting many principal duties. Devid 
indeed had ground ſufficient for that ex- 
preſſion, from thoſe words of that grear 
God who was the Law giver ; which re- 
quires ſo exaRt acompliance to that Law 
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ſo given, as that a man can neither fall 
ſhorr nor fold over, do either leſs or more 
then it injoins, without fin, Therefore 
what ſoever 1 command you take heed you do 
it ; thou ſhalt put nothing thereto , nor take 
ought therefrom. So that it when St, Paul 
commanded ſubje&ion to the Soveraign 
Powers, giving to them, thoſe impowered 
by them, Tribute, Cuſtom, Fear, Honour 
when he will ro double their honour, to 
thoſe that rule well, elpecially it they &- 
bour in the word and Doffrine; or that 
they think them worthy of double ho- 
nour 3 When he would have thoſe that are 
Servants to obey their Maſters according 
to the fleſh, they had asked what ground 
he had for ſo doing ? without all queſtion 
he would have reterred them to this pre- 
cept, Which injoins all ro honour their 
Parents. Ic is conteſt a Subje& might well 
diſpute his Princes intereſt in that fear 
which the Text calls for, were he bound 
to look no further then into the Letter of 


" theLaw , Where is no mention made ci- 


ther of the one or of the other. Bur as he 
cannet be a good Lawyer who never ſtu- 
died the meaning of the Law in the Com- 
mentaries of ſuch as are learned in the 
Law, who have taken much pains for their 
own ſatisfaRion, and their Readers pus 5

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ſo that n4ain can be no expert Chriſtian that 
doth not ſearch the Scriptures of the Pro- 
piers and Apoſtles, which are authentick 
Comments upon that Law, and allowed 
Interpreters of the ſame. So then what- 
ever we read of Fear, &c+ it is upon-the 
account of that command, Honour thy Fa- 
ther, The King is a Father, ſo called not 
only by man, but by God himſelt, who
